HOFFMAN stated he had been snuggled out of jail in a garbage 
can. HOFFMAN further stated in a facetious manner that he did not 
know cither RKiKIE DWIS or JOHN FROINES and had not conspired 
with them regarding the May Day Demonstration in Washington, D.C. 

ANITA HOFFMAN stated that there would be another 
demonstration in Washington, D.C. some time this summer, 
and she hoped that more people would appear this time. 

DOUGLAS, the moderator, then asked HOFFMAN how many 
times he had been arrested. HOFFMAN responded that he thought 
that he had been arrested 44 times and had been involved in 
20 -trials. 

HOFFMAN then advised that Kent State University (KSU) 
is currently the most intriguing campus in the nation. He 
stated that there are at least 200 police agents on campus 
in addition to other infiltrators and informants. According 
to HOFFMAN, the four students killed at KSU in Key, 1970, were 
depicted by the U.S. Government as being clean cut dupes, when 
actually they were "scruffy hippies" who were involved in radical 
activities on carpus. DOUGLAS then commented that the known 
campus radicals at KSU who had appeared on several "talk" shows 
prior to the shootings, were not present on campus when the 
four students were shot. HOFFMAN answered with "baloney". 
, DOUGLAS then said he could furnish names of such radicals who were 
on campus to HOFFMAN off the air. HOFFMAN did not further 
comment on the subject, however, the program at this point 
temporarily went off the air. 

DOUGLAS then asked HOFFMAN if revolution was his 
most important consideration. HOFFMAN responded that "love is 
the most important thing. Fortunately, we do not have to 
distinguish between love end revolution". DOUGLAS then asked 
HOFFMAN, "given the present state of the country, why do we 
need a revolution". HOFFMAN stated that the youth movement 
now is trying to form a New Nation, also known as the Woodstock 
Nation, with its avowed purpose being the establ:' shment of new 
values. HOFFMAN believes in a Utopian society where there is no woi 
He stated that his philosophy is contained in his book, "Tales 
of HOFFMAN" which Random House has- refused to publish because 
it contains specific instructions on how to steal and fight.

Others on the program were George/Tteedy , formerly associated 
with the administration of Lyndo/i B, /Johnson , as Press Sec- 
retary; Germaine/Greer, author; feol/Olinsky, community 
organizer and author; and Perry /Wo If, associated with the 
production of the CBS television program "The Selling of the 
Pentagon". 

Hoffman was queried by the moderator regarding 
his recent experiences in the demonstrations in Washington, 
D. C. He was critical of the series of intimidating actions 
used to oppose the demonstrations; the 12,000 illegal 
arrests; the interference with the rock concert over the 
weekend there just prior to the demonstrations. He stated 
he would not really be tried for what occurred, since he

had little to do with the organization of these demonstra- 
tions. He was charged with assault, however, this is the 
usual charge, standard procedure, when one is clubbed by 
a cod/. He advised he was confident he would be acquitted 
of that charge. He agreed that the defendants in the recent 
so-called Conspiracy 7 trial were doing well, describing the 
trial as highly political in nature, and the law as one which 
was inhibitlve of free speech. 

In subsequent exchanges of conversation Hoffman 
denied being a "leader" of any of the actions in Washington. 
He verbally attacked Reedy r s former job with the Johnson ad- 
ministration as one which had been to lie and cover up for 
Johnson's policies. The Hrt«; tn v^shir.ztzn *lz£ been more 
open about their power concepts, as opposed to backroom 
politics. 

He had noted when "running through the streets" 
that Washington had not been like Chicago, that even the 
"hard hats" in Washington had been giving the peace sign. 
He felt it was not proper, referring the world position 
of the United States, for a country with one-sixteenth of 
the world's population to control one-half of the world's 
resources as we do. He noted that we own half of Canada, 
and attacked as illusions the views of Olinsky that effective 
changes can be wrought by working within the system. He 
accused olinsky of being a tame system radical, a safety 
valve maintained by the system to show a semblance of per- 
missiveness. He noted he hated to see Olinsky attack them 
(himself and Anita) and side with l£J's press secretary. 
When direct ly questioned by Reedy if he was a revolutionary 
be replied he was a Young Republican. He was questioned 
as to his finances, and noted /he had given $25,000, earned 
from book royalties for a Black Panther Party (BPP) members 
bond, and the individual had /promptly "split". He made brief 
reference to his support for/ radio station WPAX, described 
as a source of radical and cultural news, however, the subject 
matter then changed.

This art cle ended *ith the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons 
of America, revolt everywhere! Aim yourselves.
